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Canada had a record crop of new babies 
in 1946. There were 325,805 of them. This 
raised the birth rate away above all previous 
rates for 45 years. 

Also in 1946 there were 134,078 mar- 
riages in the Dominion, far more than in any 
year since the war began, and indicating 
that more heavy crops of babies may be 


This is the kind of immigration Canadians 


prefer over all others. That the “natural enough i¢ the Indo-Chinese are a practical | 


increase” of population is high is a matter 
for gratification. If the trend were the 
other way that would be a cause for worry. 


But, from the stand-point of public policy, 


this “flood” of babies involves a respon- | 


sibility. More families mean that more homes 
must be provided. Since landlords generally 


prefer couples who have no children, the small nations. The recent history of both | 


increase of babies means that more occupant- 
owned houses are needed, many thousands 
of them. 

Hon. C. D. Howe, as he ponders the repre- 
sentations made by the Association of 
Mayors and Municipalities, the Dominion 
Legion, and the Canadian Welfare Council, 
should study also these baby figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Statistics. These 
figures have bearing on the housing queStion, 
a bearing that is very direct, and which 
emphasizes the importance of the problem. 


Here and Elsewhere 


There are some interesting figures con- 
nected with the recent increase in the price 
of breed. Ne matter how much the average 
Canadian complains — and what healthy 
person doesnt—we are still very fortunate. 

First consider that our government haf 
withdrawn the consumer wheat subsidy and 
lifted price controls on flour and bread. This 
caused the price of flour to imcrease to a 
point relative to the actual cost of wheat, and 
not the low controlled price we have been 
paying for many years. Also it allowed 
bakers and millers to adjust prices to meet 
increased costs of producing their respective 
products. 

Now we are paying actual prices for 
bread and flour for the first time since 1941. 
But how do we stand compared to the rest 
of the world? The only country with bread 
comparable to otrs in every respect is the 
United States. Nowhere in Europe is there 
as good « loaf, and even Australia and New 
Zealand cannot compare. So, take the US. 

Statistics show that the average worker 
in the states below the border can buy 394 
one-pound loaves with his weekly pay. In 
Russia the same man could buy 22 loaves 
for a week's pay. But here in Canada, even 
at new prices, the ordinary working man can 
buy more than 500 one-pound loaves with the 
money he receives in exchange for a week 
of labor. 

These figures are sufficient in themselves 
to show that we are not so badly off. 


Spending and Collecting 

Looking at the increase of civic expendit- 
ure, Edmonton taxpayers will find it easy 
to agree with officials that the tax-rate is 
likely to go up mext year 

But it may not go up to the 60-mill rate 
suggested. It should not in fact go up in 
keeping with the increased outlay.

The 2-year-old goes through an- 
other bout with timidity. Now, he 
refuses to look at the strangers 
his mother meets and talks to on 
the street, or the strange children 
who come to play at his home 
He stands near his mother, cling- 
ing to her and refusing to have 
anything to do with anyone but her 

This is always distressing to the 
parent who wants her child to 
make a good showing with stran- 
gers. She worries too that he won't 
be friendly when he is on his own 
and antagonize people instead of 
“winning” them 

It's right to give every child the 
opportunity to meet and be with 
strangers. It is good, as soon as 
the chili is old enough to play 
to bring children into the home 
and let him get accustomed to 
them in his own familiar surround- 
ings 

The mistake is to imagine there 
is anything more needed to make 


him a friendly person. Given the 
opportunity to know by his ex- 
periences that everyone is friend- 
ly to him and given the personal 
opportunity to act shy, if he so 
pleases without being scolded or 
made self-concious about it, chil- 
dren are certain to discover the 
values of companionship outweigh 
any timidity they might like to 
display All children are not as 
aggressive as others, but all will 
enjoy being with people if people 
are sensible enough to let them
